INV. AULET: What do you remember about its inaccuracy? 

OFC. RODELAS: I left at the same time Inspector Shouldice 

did. 


INV. AULET: Okay. Well, since this crime scene log does 

not have an arrival time for you, and you indicated 2235, would 
that be a time that should be the one that should have been 
logged in this log? 


OFC. RODELAS: Yes. 

INV. AULET: Okay. I want to refer you...I'll go there 

later. Do you know who you arrived with? 

OFC. RODELAS: I remember arriving with Inspector 
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Shouldice. 


INV. AULET: What is your experience on how the crime 

scene log officer documents the name, entry time, and exit time 
into the crime scene log? 

OFC. RODELAS: I'm sorry, the question again? 

INV. AULET: How does it happen typically? 

OFC. RODELAS: Typically, you arrive at scene. Before you 

enter the crime scene, you meet with whoever has the crime scene 
log, and you give them your name and Star number. And they, from 
that point, enter all that information with a time on the crime 
scene log itself. 


INV. CAMPANY: And there's only one entrance? 

OFC. RODELAS: Typically, yes. Because before we enter the 

actual crime scene, before we enter the actual tape, we look for 
whoever has, we find out whoever has the crime scene log itself. 

INV. AULET: But in this particular case, you see how 

there are approximately 32 people who are registered either 
being on-scene, or having arrived on-scene, and there's no entry 
time per se, in the left column. Correct? 

OFC. RODELAS: Correct. 

INV. AULET: And so, the officers handling the crime 

scene log, at one time or another, or at one location or 
another, were Officer [unintelligible], Officer Obidi, or 
[unintelligible]. Did you have contact with any of them at the 
time of your arrival?

INV. AULET: Was there a yellow tape perimeter 

established when you arrived?

page 4 of 13, the fourth paragraph, second sentence, which 
indicates that there were two vehicles parked in the northbound 
parking lanes facing north on the street. The third and fourth 
sentence identifies the two vehicles as a silver Toyota and a 
blue Nissan. The report then described there was a deceased 
subject on the street between both of these vehicles. Correct? 

OFC. RODELAS: Correct. 

INV. AULET: Do you see SFPD pictures 113 and 114 before 
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you? 


OFC. RODELAS: Yes. 

INV. AULET: According to page 5 of 13 of your crime 

scene report, those pictures of the unmarked, silver Crown 
Victoria were taken by CSI Officer Nibungco. Is that correct? 


OFC. 

RODELAS: I'm sorry, whereabouts on this report? 

INV. 

AULET: Page 5 of 13. 

OFC. 

RODELAS: Okay. 

INV. 

AULET: According to that page of your report. 


those pictures of the unmarked, silver Crown Victoria were taken 
by CSI Officer Nibungco. Is that correct? 

OFC. RODELAS: Uh, where exactly, what paragraph are we 

looking at? 

INV. AULET: Under Evidence, the first paragraph. You 

write, "Officer Nibungco took photographs of the scene and 


evidence. 

Officer Shakur videotaped the scene and evidence." 

OFC. 

RODELAS: Okay. Under Evidence? Yes. 

INV. 

AULET: So, did Officer Nibungco take the pictures 


of this unmarked vehicle? 


OFC. 

RODELAS: I don't know for sure. 

INV. 

CAMPANY: Was he the only one taking pictures at the 


scene? 


OFC. 

RODELAS: At the scene he was. This is the parking 

lot, so I 

don't know who actually took these pictures. 

INV. 

AULET: Do you recognize that parking lot? And 


there are other pictures, feel free to peruse through them. 

OFC. RODELAS: It's hard to tell, where exactly this 

vehicle is parked. 
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INV. AULET: Did you ask Officer Nibungco or any other 

sworn member where those pictures were taken? 

OFC. RODELAS: I don't remember if I did. 

INV. AULET: Did Officer Nibungco volunteer to you where 

the pictures were taken? 

OFC. RODELAS: I don't remember if he did or not. 

INV. AULET: But if he did, that would have been part of 

your report, would it not? 

OFC. RODELAS: It would be a part of the Supplemental 

Report, of their response to Mission Station. 

INV. AULET: But there is no Supplemental Report in this 

case from CSI, is there? 

OFC. RODELAS: I do have one from Officer Shakur and 

Nibungco, regarding his response to Mission Station. 

INV. AULET: Is it part of the 13 pages of your report? 

OFC. RODELAS: No, it is not, it's a supplemental report. 

INV. AULET: Okay. How about Nibungco? Did he prepare a 

separate statement himself? 

OFC. RODELAS: No, he did not. 

INV. AULET: Does the supplemental report by Officer 

Shakur, does it indicate anything about the unmarked. Crown, 
silver Crown Victoria? 

OFC. RODELAS: I do not see that here. No. 

INV. AULET: What is that supplemental pertaining to? 

OFC. RODELAS: This is pertaining to those two officers 

responding to Mission Station, to take photographs of the 
officers involved, and conducting the firearms exchange with the 
two officers, Reboli and Tiffe. 
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INV. AULET: 

Do you mind if I compare it? 

OFC. RODELAS: 

Yes . 

INV. AULTE: 

To what we have, to see if that's something 


we don't have? Okay. So, it's this one, page 104, Crime Scene 
Report Form. So, we do have it, but there is no reference about 
this vehicle being photographed. Correct? 


OFC. RODELAS: 

No, not in this report. 

INV. AULET: 

Okay. Would this be something that was 


their duty to include in this report, rather than yours, because 
they were the ones who took the photos, and you were not there 
to even know about this vehicle or where it was? 


OFC. RODELAS: 

I would say probably, yes. 

INV. AULET: 

Is it possible there is yet another 


supplemental prepared by Officer Nibungco, who was the one, as I 
understand, the only one who photographed that night for CSI? 

And since we're talking about photographs, is it possible 
there's a supplemental that...

OFC. RODELAS: I don't remember specifically if he told me 

or not, or anything regarding the vehicle. 

INV. AULET: But if he would have mentioned something of 

a vehicle that he photographed at the station, is it likely that 
you would have included that in your report, and perhaps asked 
him some follow-up questions to have an understanding of how was 
that related to what you were doing on Folsom Street? 

OFC. RODELAS: I would think that that would be completely 

under the supplemental report, as opposed to something that I 
would add on my report, since my report actually dealt with the 
scene and everything there. 

INV. AULET: All right. Well, let me elaborate on a few 

more questions and see perhaps, how you may see what I'm trying 
to get at. Which is, it seems that this may have been part of 
the overall report, whether it's one person or another, CSI to 
document. Other than Officer Nibungco, did anyone else tell you 
why that vehicle was photographed? 

OFC. RODELAS: I don't remember. 

INV. AULET: And that includes patrolmen, patrol 

supervisors. Command staff. Homicide, anyone?

vehicle parked or double-parked in the northbound direction, 
somewhere behind car number two. Right? 

OFC. RODELAS: That is correct. 

INV. AULET: And is it your recollection that you did 

not see this unmarked, silver Crown Victoria anywhere within the 
crime scene before you left? 

OFC. RODELAS: To the best of my recollection, that's 

correct. 

INV. AULET: Okay. Do you have the diagram that was 

prepared for this? 
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OFC. RODELAS: 


Yes, I do. 


INV. AULET: Okay. By the way, this is your 

supplemental.

INV. AULET: Right. If we were looking at this CSI 

diagram, which has vehicle number one and vehicle number two, as 
well as casings, the tree foliage, and the [parameters] of 
Folsom Street, both east sidewalk and the west sidewalk. If the 
vehicle in pictures number 113 and 114, was pointed out to you 
as somehow involved, and had been parked in the northbound 
direction behind [part] number two, would it be part of your 
crime scene report? 

OFC. RODELAS: If that vehicle was there, yes. 

INV. AULET: Or if it had been pointed out to you that 

that's where it was? 

OFC. RODELAS: Probably. 

INV. AULET: Okay. And that vehicle would have found a 

place in this CSI diagram?

probably wouldn't make it into the diagram. Does that confirm 
that this vehicle was not on-scene when your team was 
documenting, photographing, and videographing the evidence in 
the crime scene?

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recording the crime scene? Is there anything that you guys do 
before you actually decide, "Okay. Now we're going to videograph 
and photograph the crime scene"?

collected is properly marked for the photographs and the 
videotape. 

INV. AULET: And are the photographs and the videography 

occur simultaneously? 

OFC. RODELAS: It can. It has been in the past, and in 


other times it hasn't. 

INV. AULET: So, there's no hard and fast rule about 

that? 

OFC. RODELAS: Correct. 

INV. AULET: Because sometimes, even after it's 

photographed and videographed, things are found afterwards. 

OFC. RODELAS: Yes. 

Approximately how many minutes after 

your arrival would you say that the CSI team began recording the 
crime scene?

INV. AULET: And again, there's no fast and hard rule 

about this?

vehicle parked directly behind it, was a blue Nissan, 

. On the street between both vehicles, there was a 
deceased subject who appeared to be in the supine position. 
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covered with a yellow blanket. There was blood pooling by the 
deceased subject. There was a large kitchen knife on the street, 
a few feet away from the deceased. 

There was a cartridge casing on the street, under the 
parked silver Toyota. On the sidewalk, adjacent to parked 
vehicle, there were cartridge casings. One was located on the 
first step of the front gate of 2857 Folsom Street. The other 
two casings were located on the sidewalk and tree planter area 
of the sidewalk. In front of 2855 Folsom Street, there were two 
other cartridge casings on the sidewalk. 

In front of 2861 Folsom Street, there was a silver mountain 
bike on the sidewalk. The mountain bike was on its side. 

Directly across from 2857 Folsom Street, was a three-story 
multi-unit residential house, which was 2860 Folsom Street. On 
the front side of this property, there were two defects on the 
tiled wall that appeared to be possible bullet strikes—see 
attached diagram photos. One strike was located just above the 
garage door, and the other was by the second-story window. 
Directly below this particular strike, there was a small 
concrete area in front of the property. In this area, there was 
a fired bullet on the ground. 

In front of 2860 Folsom Street, Inspector Shouldice later 
located a fired bullet on the asphalt, in the southbound parking 
lane of the street. On the sidewalk, in front of this address, 
there was a street lamp post. It should be noted that this lamp 
post was functioning on and off intermittently."

from that night that did not get included in your CSI report? 

OFC. RODELAS: I have no names. 

INV. AULET: Is there any other explanation you can 

provide regarding your involvement with your task as the 
documenter and report writer for a CSI report? 

OFC. RODELAS: No. 

INV. AULET: Were there any other particular lab 

requests that you made after you wrote the report? 

OFC. RODELAS: After I wrote the report? 

INV. AULET: Yeah. I understand there are some other 
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forms that you can initiate to request additional work from the 
lab. Did you generate any requests for the lab? 

OFC. RODELAS: No. CSI doesn't, we don't do the requests, 

the actual investigators do. 

INV. AULET: And you don't recall any of the 

investigators, whether it was Sergeant Ravano, Sergeant Dedet, 
Sergeant Chris Canning, or Sergeant [Garden], or Sergeant Levy 
to come over to you to inquire from your gather of evidence for 
their investigation?

they put in for the lab, we're not privy to, or it doesn't come 
through us.

your task, what or who do you rely on? Is it just you looking 
around, figuring out the evidence that's pertinent, or do you 
rely on others? Could you explain a little there? 

OFC. RODELAS: We initially, will just start off with a 

general walk-through by the supervisor on-scene. Then from 
there, at CSI, depending on how many resources we have, how many 
CSI members we have, we go ahead and figure out who's doing 
what, who's going to be in charge of what, whether it be the 
evidence collection, the photographs, the videotape, and 
measuring for the diagram. 

INV. CAMPANY: And would other SFPD personnel on-scene, 

would they know to come to you with any information that would 
be pertinent to your work on the scene? I mean would they know 
that if they found a bullet in some weird place, they should 
probably tell you about it, or would they just rely on you, or 
are you sort of on your own, independent, team? 

OFC. RODELAS: Yeah. In a situation like that, if someone 

were, an officer were to find other evidence, they would 
generally come straight to us and say that they had found such 
and such, or you know, whatever they may have found. But if they 
believe it's evidence, they usually will come to us straight.
